New York, November 20.—William 
J. Cummins, the former Tennessee pro- 
moter and recent directing head of the 
Carnegie Trust Company, was found 
guilty today of the theft of $140,000 
ffom the Nineteenth Ward bank by 
the jury before which he has been on 
trial) for the last five weeks. 

He was remanded to the Tombs un- 
ti Friday, when his counsel may pre- 
gent any motions desired before sen- 


tence is pronounced. 
Cummins Stunned By Result. 

Cummins seemed stunned by the re- 
sult. His attitude throughout’ the 
trial was one of apparent assurance 
and cheerfulness. After the verdict 
was announceg the prisoner remained 
standing In an evident daze as Judge 
Davie thanked the jury. When told 
by a court attendant/that he might sit 
down, he said huskily: “Thank you, 
sir, thank you,” and sank heavily into 
his chair. 

When his pedigree was taken the 
convicted banker's replies were 
scarcely audibie, but before he was 
led from the court room he seemed to 
have recovered some of his composure. 

Broke Down and Sobbed, 

At the Tombs, however, he broke 
down and sobbed. 

“It is not myself that I am thinking 
about—there are others,” he said, as 
he sat weeping on a bench in the 
warden's office. -T , Fiving —-weages.

“The fight Is just beginning. I feel 
I have done done nothing wrong, and I 
am confident that if i was confronted 
with the same circumstances again I 
would do the same thing.” 

The jurymen retired at 12:40 o'clock, 
and were out five hours. They refused 
to divulge the nature of their delib- 
erations. 

Had the Evidence Read. 

Before reaching a verdict they had 
read to them that part of the testi- 
mony showing that several men had 
refused to take charge of the matters 
which were to be cared for by the 
trust fund put up with the Carnegie 
Trust Company, the Nineteenth Ward 
bank and Van Nordon Trust Company, 
$140,000, of which Cummins now stands 
convicted of stealing. 

The principal witness against Cum- 
mins was Brdaley ‘Martin, Jr., vice 
president of the Nineteenth Ward 
bank, who testified.that tht loans put 
up by that Institution and the Yan 
Norden Trust Company had been turn- 
ed over to the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany under a trust agreement by 
which the money was to be used to 
retire Van Norden, Nineteenth Ward 
bank and Twiefth Ward bank stocks 
held as collateral in loans. 

Centtnution of the State. 

The state held that Cummins had 
$140,000 of this fund checked to hm- 
self, and that he used it to bolster up 
the finances of his various industrial 
joompanies in the south, which the 
state attorney ferered to “paper’ 
companics. 

The penalty for Cummins’ offense 
an indeterminate term of from five 
tg ten years as the maximum sentence 

Cummins is o0 years oid, and has’a 
wife and married daughter, He came 
here from Nashville, Tenn., where he 
had large interests, to take charge of 
thee Carnegie Trust Company some 
tnonths pefore it failed.

San Domingo, November 20.—The| 
president of the republic, General Ra-' 
mon Caceres, has been assassinated. 

The president was set upon by a 
small band and killed: while riding in 
his coach on a public road, So far. 
nothing has developed to indicate a 
rising. The country is quiet, 

Died in American Legation. 

Washington,. November 20.—Presi- 
dent Caceres, of the Dominican re- 
public, was shot yesterday afternoon 
as he left the house of Leonte Vasquez 
in San Domingo City. where he had 
made a call. He: died half an hour 
later in the American legation, whither 
he was taken. The first shots of his 
assailants, Luiz Tejera and Jaime Mote, 
Jr.,.according to advices received to- 
day at the state department, were not 
effective. 

The wounded president first sought 
shelter tn a stable adjoining the Amer- 
ican legation, but his assailants pur- 


, csrease. 


sued him thither and, in closing in 
upon him, fired more shots. Friends of 
President Caceres dragged him in a 
dying condition to the American lega- 
tion, where he died at 5:30 o’clock. The 
assassins fled to San Cristobal. Charge 
Endicott reports that the city is quiet, 
and is patrolled by guards. 

Minister Russell, who represents the! 
United States in the Dominican repub- 
lic, is now at his home near this city.

Pekin, November 20.—Chinese offi- 
cials configm the report that a massa- 


,cre of foreigners, as we:l as Manchus, 


has occurred at Sian-Fu. The leza- 
‘tions believe that the report will prove 
true. There were forty foreigners in 
Sian-Fu, and many missionaries in the 
smaller Shen-Si towns. Up to the pres- 
ent only Chinese reports uave been 
, received regarding the massacre. 
There has been no telegraphic or pos- 
tal communication with Sian-Fu for 
more than three wees«. 

Last night the Swedish missionaries, 
Messrs. Sandberg and Erickson, ar- 
rived here from Tien Tsin. They said 
a telegram had been received from 
Sian Fu before their departure from 
Southern shen-Si, announce.ng' the 
murder of Mrs. Beckman, a school 
mistress, and five fereign children.

Shen-Si- probably is the most anti-for- 
eign province in China proper, not 
having received a lesson at the hands 
of the foreign rtoops in 1900. 

Highwaymen in Ho-Nan attacked 
and robbed a paty of fugitive mis-ion- 
aries, injuring one o fthem. 

Imperial Government Powerless, 

Nowhere else, apparentiy, have for- 
eigners been attacked, the rebels ev- 
erywhere giving them protection, but 
it is feared that lawlessness must in- 
The tmeprial government {fs 
powerless beyond Ho-Nag and Chi-Li. 

The legations have taken no ac ion 
as yet, but they have the reported 
killing of foreigners unrer consider- 
ation. Without a trong invading 
force, however, nothing can be accom- 
plished beyond -he reach of the Yang- 
Tse gunboats. Most of the legations 
advised their people in the interior to 
escape three weeks ago. Many diso- 
beyed, believing they were in no dan- 
ger. Some of the woman and ch.idren 
were sent to the coast. 

Who the Victims Were. 

Mrs. Beckman, probably the wife of 
R. Beckman, of the Scandinavian-China 
Alliance mission at Sian Fu. 

Miss J. Beckingsdale belonged to the 
English Baptist mission. 

Phillip Manners was a German, con- 
nected with the Chinese postal service. 

Among other members of the Scan- 
dinavian-China .

Cecision of Missouri Court

Motion for Rehearing Quotes 
Words of Roosevelt to Show 
It Should Not Be Prosecut- 
ed—Combine Admits Big- 
ness but Denies Badness. 


Jefferson City, Mo., November 20,— 
Quoting Colonel Roosevelt's recent dec- 
laration for a “square deal’ for both 
the corporations and the public, the 
International Harvester Comany today 
filed ijn the sureme court of Missceuri 
a motion for a rehearing in the recent 
case, in which it was conditional.y 
ousted from the state and fined $590,- 
000 on charges of violating the state 
anti-trust’ law. The gist of the motion 
is that the Harvester company ought 
not to be punished for the mere pos- 
session of power, and it announced its 
“intention of vigorously resisting the 
fine.” 

Court's Opinion Quoted. 

The brief quotes this language from 
the court’s opinion by Chief Justice 
Valliast: 

“On the whole the avidence shows 
that the International Harvester Com- 
pany has not used its power to op- 
press or injure the farmers who aré 
its customers.” 

Also from a separate opinion of 
Judge Franklin Ferriss, of St. Louis, as 
follows: 

“In this case the court is required Ly 
the statute to pronounce a judgment of 
condemnation on a combination which 
is proved by the facts in this record 
to have been so far beneficial to the 
community that the price ef mowers 
and reapers has not been raised in 
proportion to the increased cost of ma- 
teria’s and labor and that otherwise 
incidental benefits have accrued to the 
consumers and furthermore, that in- 
dependent manufacturers have not suf- 
fered by reason of the combination.” 


Will Not Pay Fine. 


Referring to the fine, the company 
.says it will oppose it, “not so much 
because of its amount as because of 
the fact as is contended, that so large 
a fine will create the impression that 
the company has been unfair or op- 
pressive in its dealings, and therefore 
deserved so severe a punishment, while 
the language of the court's opinion is 
to the contrary.” 

The brief quotes former President 
Roosevelt as follows: 

“We demand that big business must 
give the peop’e a square deal: in return 
we must insist that when any one en- 
gaged in big business honest'y en- 
deavors to do right he shall himself 
be given a square deal. 

“We need to formulate immediately 
ang definitely a policy which. in deal- 
ing with big corporations that Lehave 
themselves and which contain no men. 
ace, Save what is necessarily potential 
in any corporation which is of great 
size and very wel! managed, shall aim. 
not at their destruction, but at their 
regulation and supervision.”

DANGER MARK REACHED 


IN USE OF STEEL RAILS, 


Washington, November 20.—The dan- 
ger mark in the use of steel rails has 
been reached, declared Inspector Belk- 
nap, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, in a report today. He urged 
scientific investigation into rail de- 
fects which are causing a multiplying 
number of accidents, he says. 

The report was based on the ac- 
tion of the wreck of a Grand Army. of 
the Republic special train near Man- 
chester, N. Y., last August, when 29 
persons were killed. The rail that 
caused the wreck was defective, but 
the defects were of such nature that 
once placed the rail would not disclose 
them. 

The report says the Lehigh Valley 
railroad was cognizant of the fact that 
defective rails were in service.

Until a plan is devised which will 
thoroughly protect the interests of the 
state bankers, Kansas bankers oppose 
any attempt to change our present 
system.” 

Mr. Dolley said the state bankers 
controlled 60 per cent of the deposits 
in American banks, end must be con- 
sidered in any plan which proposes a 
radical change in the banking system 
of the country. 

No Competitive Attributes. 

Mr. Jay said that the reserve asso- 
ciation, as proposed by the national 
monetary commission, had none of the 
competitive attributes which attach to 
the European central bank organiza- 
tions, and declared that no state or 
national bank had reason to fear the 
adoption of the plan.
